from the pen of Gen. Washington did 
not carry with it a param0\|nt authority, 
our own subsequent experience, and a- 
bove all the present situation of th% ntili- 
tary establishment of our country,should 
stamp an additional.value on the delibe- 
rate opinions of one who so often con- 
ducted the iioldicrs of America to vic- 
tory.

IN obeclicncc to the orders of Con- 
gress, 1 have %he honour to transmit to 
your Excellency ihe present state of the 
ttoops of your line ; by which you will 
perceive how few men you will have left 
after the first day of January pext. When 
X inform fou also, that the troops c^ the 
other lines will be in general as much 
reduced as your's, you will be able to 
judge how exceedingly weak the army 
will be at that period, and how e;ssential 
it is the states should make the utmost 
exertions to replace the discharged men 
as early as possible 


Congress are now preparing a plan 
for A new establishment of their army, 
which when finished they will transmit 
to the several states with their requisi- 
tions for their respective quotas. I have 
no doubt it will be a primary object with 
them to have'the levies for the war ; and 
thMMippears to me a poin^ so interesdag 
to our independenccf that I cannot for- 
bear entering into the motives which 
ought to determine the states without 
hesitation or alternative to take tjxcir 
measures decisively for that object. 


I am religiously persuaded that th« 
duration of the wariandthe greatest part 
of the misfortunes and perplexities we 
have hitherto experienced, are chiefly 
to be attributed to the sys^m of tempo- 
rary enlistments, 
had Mre in the com- 
mencement raised an army for the war j 
such as was within the reach of the abi- 
lities of these states to raise and main- 
tain, we should not have suffered those 
military checks which have so frequent- 
ly shaken our cause, nor should we have 
incurred such enormo'is expenditures 
as have destroyed our paper currency» 
and with it all public credit. 
A mode- 
rate compact force on a permanent esta- 
blishment, capable of acquiring the dis- 
cipline essential to military operations, 
woQld have been able to make head a 
gainst the enemy, without comparison, 
better than the throngs of militia which 
at certain periods have been (not in the 
field, but) in their way to and from the 
field; for from that want of perseverance 
which characterizes all militia, and of 
that coercion which cannot be exercised 
upon them, it has always been found im- 
practicable to detain the greater part of 
them in the service, even during the 
term, for which they have been callcd 
out; ai^ tills has been commonly so 
short, that we have had a great propor- 
tion of the time two sets of men to feed 
and pay, one coming to the army and 
the other going from it. 
From this cir- 
cumstance and from the extraordinary 
vv:.ste and consumption of provi^ns 
stores, camp equipage, arms, clothes, 
and every article incident to irregular 
troops, it is easy to conceive what an 
immense ihcrease of public expense has 
been produced from the source of whicli 
I am speaking. 
I might add the dimi 
nution of agriculture, by Ctili^g off, at 
cr.'.xal seasons, the labourer» employeu 
.i. ,t, as has happened in instances with

What but 
the fluctuation of our army enabled tho 
enemy to detach so boldly to the 8ontl|- 
ward in 
and '79, to take possession 
of two States, Georgia and South-Caro- 
lina, while we were 
here tobe 


idle spectators of their weakness, s.et at 
defiance by a garrison of six thousand 
regular troops, accessible every where 
by a bridge which nature had formed, 
but of which we were unable to take ad- 
vantage, from still greater weakneas, 
apprehenaive even for our own safety i 
How did the same garrison, insult the 
main array of these States the ensuing 
spring, and threaten the destruction of 
our baggage and stores—.aaved by a 
good counteniAce more than by an s^i- 
lity to defend them ? And what will be 
our situation this winter, our army bf 
theifirst of January diminished to Rttle 
more than a sufficient garrison for W e ^ 
Point, the enemy at full liberty Jto rairage 
the country whenever they please, and 
leaving a handful of men at New-York 
to undertake expeditions for the reduc- 
tion of other States, wiiich for wsmt of 
adequate meana of defence, wiU,'iti« 
much to be dreaded^ add to the number 
of their conquesu, and to the ex^imple» 
of our Want of energy and wisdom ? . 


The loss of Canada^o the Unbnf 
the fate of the brave Montgomery, com- 
pelted io a rash attempt by the immedi- 
ate prospect of being left without troops, 
might bo enumerated in the e c l o g u e 
of evils that have sprung from thia fruit- 
ful source. 


Wc not only Incur t^iese dangers, aaid 
suffer these losses, for want of a con- 
stant force, equal to our exigencies ^ 
but while we labour under this impedi- 
ments it is impossible there can be anf 
order, economy, or system, in our finan- 
ces. 
If we meit with any severe bloW| 
the great exertions which the moment 
requires tp stop the progress of the mis- 
fortune, oblige us to depart from gene- 
ral principles, to run into any expenee, 
or to adopt any expedient, however in- 
jurious, on a large scale* to procure the 
force and means which the present exi- 
gency demands. Every thing is thrown 
into confusion, and the measures taken 
to remedy immediate evils, perpetuate 
others. 
The same is the case, (f^parti- 
culur conjunctures invite to offcnidve 
operations—we find ourselves unpre- 
pared, without troops, without m a ^ - 
zines, and with little time to provide 
them. 
We are obliged to force our 
resources by the most burthensome me- 
thods to unswer the ends, and^fter all 
it is but half answered.

T he late battle of Cam den, is a m e­ 
lancholy com ment upon this doctrine.— 
Tito militia fled at the first fire, awt left 
the Continental troops surrounded on 
every sáde, and overpow ered by num ­ 
bers, to combat 
safety, \nstead of vic­ 
tory.—T h e enemy them selves have wit­ 
nessed to th^ir valour. 


An ill eSect of short enlistm ents,which 
1 hav© not yet taken notice of is, that the 
constant fluctuation of their men, is one 
of the sourccB of disgust, to the officers, 
p—Ju st when, by great trouble, futigue, 
(|rid vexation, (with which the training 
of recruits is attended) they have brought 
their men to some kind of order— they 
have the mortification to see them go 
home, and to know, that the drudgery ; 
is to recom m ence the next campaign. ‘ 
r -I n regim ents so constituted, an offi- , 
cer has neither satisfaction nor credit ¡ 
in liis conimand. 


Every motive, which can arise from ! 
the considération of our circum stances, 
either in a domestic or foreign pomt of 
view, calls upon us t» abandon tem po­ 
rary expedients, and substitute som e­ 
thing durable, system atic, and substan­ 
tial— This appUes as well» to our civil 
administration as to ou» military esta­ 
blishm ent. It is as necessary to give con­ 
gress, the com ston head, sufficient pow­ 
e r to direct the common force as to raise 
«n array for the war—but I should go 
out of my province to expatiate on civil 
affairs.— I cannot forbear adding a few 
m ore rem arks. 


jOur fixiances are in an alarm ing state 
of derangem ent.

These circum stances conspire to show 
the necessity of immediately adopting a 
plan, that will give more energy, to g ^ 
vcrnm ent—more vigour and m ore s a ttp 
faction to the army—>without it, we have 
fcvcry thing to fear, l ain persuaded of 
the sufficicnày of our resources, if pro­ 
perly directed. 


Should the requisitions of congress by 
any accident not arrive, befoU the L e­ 
gislature is about to rise, I beg to re­ 
commend that a plan be devised, which 
is likely to bo cfTectual» for raising the 
men that will be required for the war, 
leaving it to the executive to apply the 
quota which congress will fix. 
I flatter 
myself, however, the requi^tions will 
arrive in time. 


T he present crisis of our affairs ap­ 
pears to me so serious as to call upon 
me, as a good citizen, to give my senti­ 
ments freely, for the safety of the Re 
public— I hope the motive will excuse 
the liberty I have taken.

»’hey find, on a perusal of their files, 
the iBfh l*'rench bulletin, (given be- 
luw) dated at Majaiak, 
Sept. 
lOth, 
which details, pcrimps, one of the most 
bloody battles ever fought, in which the 
Russians ar© stated to have lost between 
40 and 50,000 m en, in killed, wounded 
and prisoners, and the Frcnch 10,» 00 
killed and wounded, mnong whom are 
the general» Montbruu, Count Caulin- 
couit, Plawruiuie, Marion and H uart, 
killed, and seven 
or eight generals 
wounded. 
This battle took placu at 
MosKWa, (25 leagues from Moscow) on 
the 7th oi Septem ber, at 6 o’clock in 
the morning, and ended at 2 in tUe after­ 
noon. 
So great was the sensation in 
Loudon upon the promu/gation of this 
bulletin, that tho slocks immediately 
fell. 


1 he capture of General H ull and his 
army, and that of the G uerriere, by 
Captain H ull, were received in England 
by the C arteret l’acket,from New-York, 
and both published in the Loudon pa­ 
pers on the 5th ult. the iorm er with ex 
ultation, and the latter with sorrow. In 
giving an account of the loss of the 
G ueriiore, the i^ondon ciiiior observes, 
that “ she fought under the most disad­ 
vantageous circum stances.”— The Car-

stroyed, to cover the ritlge with artillery 
a id infantry, and to support the centre. 
The right extended behind the Kologha, 
in the rear of the village of liorodino, 
and was supported by two fine heights, 
crowned with redoubts, and fortified 
w’ith' batteries. 
T his portion appeared 
strong anti favourable— It was easy to 
manœuvre, and to oblige the enem y to 
evacúate it, but that would have been 
iTnouncing our object, and the position 
was nf't judged sufficiently strong to ren­ 
der it necessary to uvoid fighting. 
It 
was easy to perceive, that the redoubts 
f 


e but half-formed, jh e fosse shallow, 
leithcr palisaded nor defended with 
vaux-dc-frise.— W e reckoned the c- 
nem y's force at about 120 or 130,000 
men. 
O ur forces w ere equal, but the 
superiority of our troops was not doubt­ 
ful. 


On the 7th, at two in the mot'ning,the 
em peror was surrounded by the m ar­ 
shals in the position taken the evening 
before. At half past five o’clock the sun 
rose without clouds— it had rained the 
preceding evening. 
This is the sun 
of A usterliiz,” isaid the em peror. T ho’ 
but the mouth of Septem ber, it was as 
cold as Decem ber in Moravia. T he ar­ 
my received the omen— the drum beat,

tle under the walls of Moscow !” 


:he Im p e ria l Camp on- the heights 
o f iirodino,7rh c f Sept. 2 o'clock,A. AI.*’ 
T he army answered with reiterated 
acclamations. The ground on which the 
army stoyd was spread wilh the dead 
bodies oT the Russians killed the pre­ 
ceding day. 


Prince Poniatowsky, who was on the 
right, put himsclf in motion to turn the 
forest on which the enemy rested his 
left. 
T he Prince of Eckm uhl readied 
on the skirt of the forest, the division 
Compans at the head. 
Two batteries of 
60 cannon each, commanding the ene­ 
my’s position, had been constructed in 
the night. A t 6 o'clock Qen<> Count Sor­ 
bier, who had arm ed the battery on the 
right with the ariillery of the reserve of 
the guar<L com menced the fire. 
Gen. 
P efn etty ,w ith thirty pieces of cannon, 
pflt him self at the head of the division 
Compans, (4th of the 1st corps) who 
skirtfd the wood, turning the head of 
the enctny's position. 
A t half past six 
General Compans was wounded ; at se­ 
ven thelVince of Eckm uhl had his horse 
kilKd.

A t eight o'clock th e positions of the 
enemy were carried} bis redoubts taken, 
ard our aitillery crowned his heights.

pets ^h ich had been occupied against 
us during the attack» w ere now lo our 
advantat^e. 
T he eacm y saw the battle 
lost, which be thought had only com ­ 
menced. 
A jpart of his artillery was 
taken ; the rest was withdrawn to his 
line in tl*e rear. 
n this extrem ity he 
attem pted to restore tb« combat, and to 
i attack with all hia masses those positions 
' which be was unable to protect.

I hundred pieces of French cannon placed 
I on these heights thundered upon his 
I n'^^ses, and i.'S soldiers died ut the foot 
' of tliose parapets which they had raised 
with tw) much labor, mad as a protecting 
shelter. 


T he ¡ÓT/ig of Naples, with the cavalry, 
made various charges. 
The duke of 
Elchingen covered him self with glory, 
and displayed as m uch igtrcpidity as

The Em pe|if ôî*4ere4 i/i 
çhar^c oHhc frd|kt,thc right in advanco; 
this rtiovlment ^ade us inastor of thr«e 
pavU of the field of battl<. Prjncc Po­ 
niatowsky fought in the Wood with va«* 
ribus succoss. 


T here still rem ained to the enoniy his 
redoubts to the right. 
G en. Count Mo­ 
rand Aiarched thither, and carried them 
— but at nine in the m orning, attacked 
on all sides, he could not maintalh him ­ 
self there.f T he enemy encouraged by 
this advantage, made his reserve and his 
last troops advance to try his foftUne 
again. 
T he Im perial G uards formed a 
part of them . 
H e attacked our centre, 
%vhich formed the pivot to our right. 
For a m om ent it waS feared that he 
m ight carry the vllage, 
which was 
burnt—the division Friatit advanced thi­ 
ther— 60 pieces of French cannon im '' 
mediately aïrestj and then annihilate the 
enem y’s columns, which 
stood two 
hours in close order under the chain- 
shot, not daring to advancB| unwi4Ung 
to retire, and renouncing the hope of 
victory.—i-The K ing of N aples decided 
their uncertainty. 
H e ctiused the 4tb 
corps of cavalry to make a charge, who 
penetrated through the brenches which 
our cannon shot had made through the 
masMb of the Russians, arid the squa­ 
drons of their cuirassiers— they dispers­ 
ed on all sides. 
T he G eneral of D ivi­ 
sion count Caulincourt, G overnor of the 
Ito p e ro r’s pages, advanced at the head 
ofih e 5th iegt. of Cuirassiers, over­ 
threw every thing, and entered the re- 
dqubt on the IcTt by its gorge. 
I ’rom 
this tnom ent there was no longer any 
u n ce rtain t]^ T h e battle w as gained. 
H e turned^pon the enemy the 2 1 piec­ 
es of .cannon which were found in the 
redoubt. 
Count CauUncouvt, who had 
distinguished him sclfin this fine charge,

H e 
fell 
dead, struck by a bullet— a glorious 
death, worthy to be envied. 


It was now two in the afternoon— the 
enemy had lost all hope— the battle was 
ended ; the cannonade still^continued ; 
the enemy fought for retreat and safety, 
but no longer for victory. 


T he loss oTthe enemy is enormous ; 
^rom 12 to 13,000 men, :u>d from 8 to 
9000 Russian horses have been counted 
on tlie field of battle : 60 picccs of ctui- 
non and 5000 prisoners have remained 
in our power. 


W c have had 2500 killed, and thricc 
that num ber wounded. 
O ur lo>i3 may 
be estima »:d at 10,000 ; that of tho ene­ 
my at from 40 to 50,000 
N ever was 
there seen such a field of battle. 
O ut 
of SIX dead bodies, there were five R us­ 
sians for one Frenchm an. 
Forty R us­ 
sian G enerals were killed, wounded oi* 
taken. 
Gen. Bagration was wounded. 


W e have lost the G eneral of division 
M ontbrun, killed by a cannon ball ; G e­ 
neral CauHncourt, who was sent to occu­ 
py his placc, was killed by a shot of the 
sunve kind, an hour afterwards. 


T he G enerals of brigade, Com pere, 
Plauzonne, Marion, an d ^iu art, were 
killed ; st^ven or eight G enerals were 
wounded, the most of them slightly — 
T he Prince of Echm uhl has received no 
injury. 
T he French troops covered 
them selves with glory, and displayed 
their great superiority to thé Russian 
troops. 


Such, in a few w'ords, is a sketch of 
the battle of .Moskwa, fought a few 
leagues iti^thc rear of M ojaisk, and 25 
leagues from Moscow, near the littlç 
river JVIoskwa. 
W e fired 60,000 can­ 
non-shot, which are already replaced 
by the arrival of 800 aKilUery carts, 
which passed Smolensk previous to the 
battle. All the woods and villages from 
the field ol battle to this place, are co­ 
vered with dead and wounded.— W e 
have found here :')00 killed or am pu­ 
tated Russians. A num ber of G enerals 
and Colonels arc prisoners. 


T h e E m peror was never exposed ; 
neither the foot nor horse-guards were 
engaged, or lost a single man. 
1 he 
victory was never uncertain.— Had the 
enem y,when driven from their entrench­ 
m ents, not endeavoured to retake them , 
our loss "would have been greater than 
his ; but hô destroyed his army,by keep­ 
ing it, from cibht o'clock till two, under 
the fire of our batteries,and in obstinate-, 
ly attem pting to regain that which was 
lo ét T his was the cause of his immense 
loss. 


Every one distinguished himself-«^ 
T he King of Naples, and the D uke of 
Elchingen,were peculiarly»conspicuous. 


T he artillery, and particulaWy that of 
the guards, surpassed itself. 
T lie ac­ 
tions which have rendered this day iljus- 
trious, shall be mad<f known in detailed 
reports.

But the latter, un­ 
dismayed by the loss of their batteries, 
renewed the fight, by attem pting to re- 
covei*,^thcm, and in this attem pt tfccy 
displayed a degree of • vtilour, 
ul- 
m ost unprecedented, but which, at the 
same tim e, cxposed^them to immense 
loss— For two hours they stood in clolt 
order, presenting their solid masses ts 
I ho showers of chain-shot, until Mir. 
sitai Ney, 
penetrating 
through the 
breaches thus made, dispersed them oa 
all bides, and the battle ended at two 
o’clock. T h e total loss of the Russians, 
ib stated at upwards of 40,000, and that 
of the Frcnch at 10,000, but the former 
is probably exaggerated, and, in the 
general m anner in which it is given,cati* 
not be considered a ct>rrect account. II 
is also clear, that the result was not so 
decisivo, as the Bulletin would insinu 
ate. 
It is an account of a beaten army 
but wc find no proofs of a routed am 
diapersod urniy.— T here is not one won 
of a pursuit, or of the num bers taken ii 
the pursuit.

CAPTURE OF T H E FROLIC. 
The following brief account of the 
gallant exploit of the capture of tlie 
Frolic by the Wasp, and the unlueky 
loss of both the victor and her prize, is 
given by one of the American officers. 
Another narrative is given 
by Mr. 
Wilson, another officer of the Wasp, 
which we decline copying, as we ex­ 
pect Capt. Jones’s official account in a 
few days. 
The Frolic had 120 men, 
the same number with the Wasp, and 
more guns by 4 twelve pound carro- 
nades. 
The action was unquestionably 
the most honorable to the American 
arms which has been achieved by the 
public force of the country since the 
declaration of war. 
And we have no 
doubt in the justice of government in 
awarding to the officers and crew the 
meed due to their distinguished merits. 


« United States sloop of war W ASP, 
on the 18th ult. in the lat. of 37, N. and 
long. 65, W . fell in with six large m er­ 
chant ships 
under the 
convoy 
of 
H. B. M. sloop of war FROLIC — 
The W asp engaged the Frolic ; and, 
after a close action of 43 minutes, 
boarded and took possession of her— 
The Frolic mounted 22 guns, and the 
Wasp but 18 guns. 
In this action, 
against a force so much her superior, 
the W asp had 5 killed and 5 wounded ; 
all the latter have since recovered— 
The Frolic had nearly 30 men killed, 
and between 40 and 50 men wound­ 
ed. 
Among her killed were the first 
lieutenant and master ; among her 
wounded, the captain and 2d lieutenant 
and one midshipman. 
None of the 
officers of the W asp were cither killed 
or wounded. 
Soon after the action, 
H. B. M. 
ship of the line Poictiers 
, hove in sight lo windward, and as the 
Wasp was much cat in her spars, sails 
and rigging, she was unable to escape 
the pursuit, and \vas therefore captur­ 
ed : and the prize being entirely a 
I wreck (her masts having gone by the 
board soon after she had surrendered) 
she was re-captured. 
'I'he Poictiera at 
the lime of falling in wiih the W asp 
and her prize, was bound off the Chesa­ 
peake ; but in consequence of the disa­ 
bled condition of these two vessels, she 
proceeded with them to Bermuda. 


“ Two days before the action thci*e 
^•’as a severe gale of wind, in which the 
W asp lost her jib-boom and tw« sea­ 
men, and the Frolic sprung her main- 
yard, and at the time of the action had 
it upon dcck for repair. 
The loss of 
her main-yard however was of no dis­ 
advantage to tlie Frolic, as the two ves­ 
sels were engaged before the wind 
under close'reefed topsails, and ^^ith the 
top‘gaMant yards down, it blowing fresh 
with a heavy swell of the sea. 


“ The officers and crew of the Wasp 
were landed at Bermuda, from the Poic­ 
tiers, on the 26th u lt and all the officers 
forthwith admitted to tlieir parole.— 
Capt. Jones and his officers were treat­ 
ed with much respect and civility while 
on board the Poictiers, as also during 
their Slav at Bermuda.”
